January 20 this year, the 
Socceroos have won all eleven 
of their games. 

For the first time in Australia’s long 
Soccer history, the team who beat New 
Zealand 1-0 on that day were all with 
domestic based clubs. This had to be 
as the overseas based players were in 
the middle of their respective seasons. 

The team won the Optus World 
Series with that initial victory over the 
All Whites, followed by a 2-1 success 
against South Korea. The third and 
final game in the series was with 
tournament favourites Norway. 

The Socceroos came away with a 
1-0 win. These victories were 
instrumental in Australia’s position on 
the FIFA rankings being moved to 
number 33, 

‘The opportunity arises in Europe, on 
a regular basis, to play internationals 
because of World Cup group matches. 
Venables took advantage of this on 
two occasions during the early part of 
the year. 

For these games the squad came 
from overseas based players, John 
Aloisi made his debut in attack while 
John Filan also gained his first full cap 
in goal. 

It is now history that Australia beat 
both FYR of Macedonia !-0, and 
Hungary 3-1. A new fluid pattern of 
play gradually emerged, evident first 
in Skopje and even more so in 
Budapest 

About two months elapsed before 
two mixed teams got together in 
Australia for a final selection trial. One 
side were called Gold and the other 
Green, with a new sponsor, Nintendo, 
on board. 

Milan Ivanovic emerged as the man 
of the Series but all the knowledgeable 
pundits wrote him off as a serious 
contender for another full international 
cap. He not only confounded the 
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critics but went on to play in two of 
the four games against Solomon 
Islands and Tahiti. 

Furthermore — and at the last 
moment — the indefatigable Adelaide 
City sweeper answered the call to 
replace Steve Horvat in the first game 
against New Zealand, and was his 
usual immaculate and self assured 
best. 

The team spirit generated in these 
five matches flowed over into the 
Oceania Group 1 World Cup 
qualifiers. Unfortunately for 
Solomon Islands they met a 
confident, eager Australia 
outfit and were walloped 
by 13 goals to nil, 

The rout continued with 
a 5-0 dumping of Tahiti. 

Australia put a further 6 
past the Solomons in the 
return leg but conceded 2 
before wrapping up the 
group with a two-nil 
whitewash of Tahiti. 

‘There was much scepticism 
about how many home based 
players would be in the starting 
line up for the first game 
against New Zealand. In the 
circumstances it tumed out 


to be three.

luddersfield entered the 

record books as the first 

side to win three successive 
Division One titles in England. Of 
their three wins, this year was their 
most comprehensive, finishing five 
points clear of runners up Arsenal, 
with Sunderland in third. 

The ‘Terriors’ only lost one game 
at home, a 0-1 reversal to 
Newcastle. In fact, the top seven 
teams indicated the diffusion of 
soccer power — as well as 
Huddersfield — there were teams 
from Sheffield, London, 
Manchester, Liverpool, the North 
East and Birmingham. 

At the bottom of the table, 
Manchester and Nottingham lost 
sides from the top flight, as Man 
City and Notts County were 
relegated. For City, a last game loss 
at Newcastle saw them tumble into 
the last relegation spot somewhat 
unexpectedly. 

As for Nottingham, it was the 
second season in a row that they 
lost a side from the top flight. 

The second division was a clearer 
affair with Sheffield Wednesday 
winning the title, three points clear 
of Derby County, with Chelsea five 
points away in third place. 

For Stockport County the season 
was very poor, garnering 25 points 
to finish last — the other relegated 
spot went to Stoke City 

The two third division champions 
were Grimsby and Reading. Both 
were champions by a point with 
runners up in the north, Bradford, 
and in the south it was Plymouth. 

Their bottom teams were Barrow, 
with only seven wins from 42 
games all season. QPR finished last 
in the south, indeed they gained 
only four points all season away 
from home with one win and two 
draws. 

The FA Cup had another Welsh 
club in the semi finals, this time 
Swansea Town, who lost 3-0 
against Bolton. The other semi was 
the Manchester derby, with City 
thrashing Utd 3-0.

yet the London gate was 91,000. 
The game was close and vigorous 
and it was not until the 88th minute 
that a goal came. It went to Jack of 
Bolton from a pass by Vizard.

In the Southern League, it was 
Millwall Reserves who raced away 
with the eastern section. The side 
had two former internationals 
players in the side, Fox and Fort. 
Leicester Reserves were runners up 
in two successive seasons, 
Plymouth Argyle reserves went one 
better than their first team and took 
out the western section. 

Nuneaton and Bath finished 
bottom of east and west 
respectively. 

The play off to determine overall 
champions went to Plymouth Res. 
with the final score being 1-0 over 
Millwall Res. 

In Scotland, the title finally came 
back to Celtic. They finished eight 
points ahead of Airdrie. For 
Rangers, it was a very poor season 
as they ended up in sixth place as 
well as losing in the fourth round of 
the Scottish Cup. 

Raith and Clydebank were 
relegated with Dunfermline and 
Clyde going up in their places. 

Broxburn finished last, and due to 
the third division being disbanded, 
did not play in the league the 
following season. 

Despite having Helensburgh and 
Leith finish ahead of them it was 
actually Forfar Athletic who went 
into Division Two the following 
year. 

A third division would not be 
created until the formation of the 
Premier league in 1975/76 in 
Scotland.

The Light Blues of 
Cambridge University may be 
far less famous than the blues 
of Chelsea or Rangers, but they 
can claim an important part in 
football history, in the true 
academic and amateur 
tradition. 

Cambridge University 
Association Football Club 
grew from a game played by 
undergraduates in their long 
black gowns on the city's open 
spaces — or commons — in 
the early part of last century. 

The rules in those games 
evolved according to the 
circumstances, but the 
Scholarly inclinations of the 
Cambridge players prompted 
them to take the lead in

the time had developed their 
own rules but there was no 
uniformity and matches 
between the different schools 
were impossible. 

Tt was a meeting at Trinity 
College, Cambridge in October 
1848 that the first widely 
accepted code, the Cambridge 
Rules, was drawn up. They 
were based on the three 
principles of being practical, 
fair and reasonable. They 
established the maximum 
dimensions of a pitch, the 
duration of the game and the 
number of players, and defined 
a goal when the ball passed 
between two sticks 4.5 metres 
apart, with no height 
restriction.

The Cambridge Rules were 
to form the basis, eight years 
later, of the Sheffield Club 
Rules, which in turn were 
adapted for the first set of 
Laws of the Game in 1963 
upon the formation of The 
Football Association, 

Cambridge still plays 
Oxford on the same day as the 
famous Boat Race on the 
Thames. The annual 
showdown is held at Craven 
Cottage, home ground of 
Fulham. The River Thames 
flows right past the ground,
